ASSEMBLYMAN JONES A GOOD SPORT 


First Skirmish Between Richardson and His 
Opponents Results in Victory for 
Gevernor by Slim Margin i 


San Bernardino County, particularly the 
West End, forged into the limelight at Sacra- 
mento yesterday when Assemblyman Isaac 
Jones led the opposition to Governor Riehard- 
son as candidate for speaker of the Assembly, 
against the Governor’s candidate, Frank Mer- 
riam of Long Beach. 

The West End, as advanced by The Upland 
News during the recent election when Mr. Jones 
was eleeted over Elmer Howell of Chino, occu- 
pies a most peculiar position in that this distriet 
supplies one-twenty-fifth of the majority given 
Governor Richardson when he was elected. For 
the second time the voters of this district have 
sent Assemblyman Jones back to oppose the 
policies of Governor Richardson. 

In the battle of votes yesterday, Governor 
Richardson won by just one vote and Al Me- 
Cabe, famous state political boss, with Assem- 
blyman Isaac Jones as his candidate for speak- 
er, went down to defeat. But Assemblyman 
Isaac Jones is the essence of sportsmanship, for 
after the battle of votes was ever and he had 
been defeated by one vote, he made the motion 
that Frank Merriam, Governor Richardson’s 
candidate for speaker, be declared elected by 
unanimous vote. The motion carried and the 
first skirmish of the Session between the Rich- 
ardson forces and the tottering old vehicle un- 
der the guidance of Al McCabe, Hiram Johnson, 
Will C. Wood and other anti- Richardson forces, 
became history. 

The roll call which definitely 
disposed of weeks of conjec- 
ture as to the numerical 
strength of the opposing forces 
numbered 40 votes for Mer- 
riam to 39 for Isaac Jones, of 
Ontario. There was one ab- 
sentee, Assemblyman Tom H. 
Louttit, of Stockton, claimed 
by the administration as a 
Richardson supporter. The 
closeness of the eontest had 
the members ‘holding their 
breath until the last name was 
called, for the deflection of a 
solitary member in view of the 
one absence would have result- 
ed in the failure of Merriam 
to obtain a majority and 
would have reversed the re- 
sult of the election. 

In the senate, Arthur H. 
Breed, Alameda, won with 
votes to spare, polling 29 to 10 
for Herbert. C. Jones, of Santa 
Clara, in the contest for presi- 
dent pro tem. 

Both the Senate and  As- 
sembly cleared away most of 
the work of organization by 
choosing the officers that are 
provided for in the statutes, 
with the result that appoint. 
ment of committees is virtu-

exemption allowed a single per- 
son—and for the last six months 
he ig classed as married, entitling 
him to an exemption of $1250— 
one-half of the exemption allowed 
a married person. In such com- 
putations a fractional part of a 
month is disregarded unless it 
amounts to more than half a 
month, in which case it is con- 
sidered a full month. ~ These fig- 
ures are based on the assumption 
that the return is made on the 
calendar year basis, as most are. 
The New Rates 

The Revenue Act of 1924 ‘con- 
tains a special provision for re- 
duced taxes on “earned income,” 
which did not appear in previous 
laws. All net income up to $5,000 
is deemed to be earned income. 
On this account the taxpayer is 
entitled to a credit of 25 per 
cent of the amount of the tax. 
For example, a taxpayer, unmar- 
ried and with no dependents, 
whose net income for 1925 is 
$5000 would pay without this re- 
duction a tax of $80. His actual 
tax ig $60. From his net income 
of $5,000 he is allowed a personal 
exemption of $1,000, the tax of 2 
per cent on the $4,000 of taxable 
income is $80, one-fourth of which, 
or $20, may be deducted. 


In no case is the earned net in- 
come considered to be in excess 
of $10,000. A taxpayer who re- 
ceives a salary of $20,000, for 
example, can claim only $10,000 
as “earned net income.” 


In the case of a married man 
with no dependents whose earned 
net income is $7,000 and who has 
other income of $1,500, a total of 
$8,500, the tax, without the bene- 
fit of the 25 per cent reduction 
would amount to $160—$8,500 less 
a@ personal exemption of $2,500 
equalling $6,000 on which the tax 
on the first $4,000 at 2 per cent 
amounts to $80, and on the next 
$2,000 at 4 per cent to $80. On

It is an interesting fact that 
at the close of. 1885, eight years 
after Bell’s historic . lecture, 
the City of Salem had but 232 
telephones and that at the end 
of the next decade, in 1895, 
the number of telephones had- 
only increased to 351. In the 
next 10 years there was a very 
large relative development and 
at the close of 1905 Salem had 
1579 telephones. Another de- 
cade saw the telephones more 
than doubled and on Dee. 31, 
1915, the city had 3735 tele- 
phones, which since then have 
doubled again, so that on 
Sept. I, 1924, the city where 
Prof. Bell did much of his ex- 
perimenting, had 7601 tele- 
phones.

That persons who object stren- 
uously to the smudging of. citrus 
orchards in the Ontario district in 
times of low temperature and pro- 
test against the damage wrought 
by the oily soot which permeates 
their households and stocks of

The intersecting roof sup- 
ports consist of two redwood 
Jogs of small size which are 
set in a neat shingle finish. 
There is a rail to prevent the 
throng of enthusiastic observ- 
ets from pressing too elosely 
against the windows. 

The map is a panoramic rep- 
resentation of the entire state, 
from the Mexican border to 
the Oregon line and from the 
coast to-its eastern boundary. 

The modeled portion repre- 
sents the state from the coast 
to the eastern part of the San 
Joaquin Valley, beyond which 
point the more distant scenes 
are in painting. 

From just above the top of 
the windows there extends a 
ceiling which reaches over 
half way across the map. From 
above the edge of this ceiling 
light is thrown upon the 
scene, thus illuminating the 
distant effects most charm- 
ingly. 

The map shows every moun- 
tain and hill in its proportion- 
ate height to al else. The 
valleys are spread before the 
eye in all their scenic gran- 
deur. The map gives a very 
clear idea of the proportionate 
extent of the mountainous por- 
tion of the state as compared 
with the cultivated, level sur- 
faces.

After repeated visits to the 
map one would become pos- 
sessed of the sort of knowl- 
edge and subconscious impres- 
sions that would serve to give 
super-enlightenment concern- 
ing the rugged grandeur and 
indeseribable beauty of our 
great western empire.

Mr. Hoover nodded and recalled 
a@ political speech he had made 
out West during the last cam- 
paign. “It was just an ordinary 
speech,” he said, “and one that 
would not have gotten any space 
in the newspapers, and did not 


get much space, as a matter of; 


fact. The point I wanted: to bring 
out was that material of- this sort, 
ordinarily of little interest*to the 
public, gets a tremendous recep- 
tion when put over the. radio. 
Not merely that people listen in, 
but they get interested in things. 
in which they never had any ine 
terest before. And they show it 
in this case by writing in here for 
copies. of that speech. There was 
something like “200,000 copies of 
it mailed out as a result. 

“Now one important thing about 
it is that it increases newspaper 
interest. The psychology of it 
appears to be to read these 
speeches in print in their news- 
papers the next day. 

“You see there is no conflict 
with the newspaper business “in 
radio, and that is especially true 
of advertising. “Fhe radio can be 
used for indirect ‘advertising, but 
that is all. Just where the line 
is has yet to be shown, perhaps. 
But the radio. audience will cer- 
tainly never stand! for direct ad- 
vertising. People will gladly lis- 
ten to some . hotel's + orchestra 
broadcasting music, which is in- 
direct advertising for the hotel, 
but if you try to sell them some 
brand of shoes or anything over 
the radio, you -will have no radio 
audience. People will not stand 
for that. It would kill the radio 
industry as quickly “as anything 
you can think of. 

“The newspaper remains the 
medium for specific advertising, 
and radio never will supplant it. 
That seems perfectly plain to me, 
but there appears te be a good 
deal of deubt. in some minds about 
how’ far the radio is going to 
usurp other advertising media. 
You .can indirectly. advertise a 
mame over the radio by having 
such-and-such &n orchestra or per- 
former, but ‘that ie as far as you 
can go, and to make that name 
mean anything, to identify it, you 
must turn to specific advertising.’ 

Hoover remarked that it had 
been conclusively demonstrated to 
the. satisfaction of many depart- 
ment stores, hotels, theaters and 
other advertisers that radio offers 
them a medium for indirectly 
reaching the public, qnd that this 
is so valuable as to be worth the 
expenditure of large sums in. pro-
